Moreover, a man’s sexual relations with his wife is 
considered as a charity, for which he gets rewarded. The 
Prophet t said: “...and in man’s sexual intercourse (with his 
wife) there is a reward. They (the companions) said: 
‘Messenger of Allah, is there reward for him who satisfies 
his sexual passion among us?’ He M said: Tell me, if he 
were to devote it to something forbidden, would it not be a 
sin on his part? Similarly, if he were to devote it to 
something lawful, he should have a reward.’” 24 


Among the things that a believer should do during sexual 
intercourse with his wife are: amiable treatment, kissing, 
flirtation and saying Bismillah. Ibn Abbas 4^ reported that 
the Prophet % said: “If anyone of you, when intending to 
have sexual relations with his wife, says: ‘Bismillah, 
llahumma jannibna ash-Shaitan, wa Jannib ash-Shaitana 
azaqtana, Satan would never harm that child, should it 
be ordained that they will have one.”

Accordingly, Allah has warned us that those 
who, after having received admonition from their Lord, 
ceased to deal in usury would be pardoned for their past 
dealings; Allah $tj would forgive them and not hold them 
responsible for their past usury; but whoever returns to usury 
after Allah had forbidden it, such would be the dwellers of 
he Hell Fire, they would abide therein for ever.

The most serious notice is taken of people who put forward 
slanders or scandalous suggestions about women without 
adequate evidence. If anything is said against a woman's 
chastity, it should be supported by four witnesses. Failing 
such preponderating evidence, the slanderer should himself 
be treated as a wicked transgressor and punished with eighty 
lashes. Not only would he be subjected to this disgraceful 
form of punishment, but he would be deprived of the 
citizen's right of giving evidence in all matters, unless he 
repents and reforms, in which case he can be readmitted to 
be a com P ete nt witness.

3- To keep them away from bad company, because 
behaviour and manners are learned automatically by 
imitation. 

4- To honour and reward them publicly, if they perform 
a good deed. However, if they commit an bad deed, 
they should be reprimanded in private, but not 
scolded publicly, especially, in front of their friends. 
They should also be encouraged to be modest. 

5- To get them used to endurance and patience. 

6- To get them used to a rough life, not a life of ease 
and comfort. 

7- To prevent them from insulting, swearing and idle 
talk.
